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CHANCELLOR  DISCUSSES  LONG-RANGE  PLANS 


At  a  May  meeting  with  Virginia's 
governor,  Albertis  S.  Harrison,  Jr.,  and 
a  group  of  budget  advisers,  MWC's 
Chancellor,  Grellet  C.  Simpson,  had  op- 
portunity to  speak  of  his  long-range 
hopes  for  the  College. 

Seated  around  the  conference  table  in 
the  Board  Room  in  George  Washington 
Hall,  the  visitors  fired  many  questions 
at  the  Chancellor.  With  his  replies  came 
much  of  his  philosophy  and  his  dreams 
for  the  College.  A  state  senator  who 
was  present  is  said  to  have  remarked, 
"Your  views  are  certainly  refreshing." 

Wishing  to  place  Mary  Washington 
among  the  foremost  liberal  arts  colleges, 
Dr.  Simpson's  aim  is  to  make  of  MWC 
a  "first-rate  liberal  arts  college  in  the 
best  tradition  of  colleges  for  women." 


A  larger  enrollment  is  not  in  his  pic- 
ture of  MWC  because  only  a  limited 
number  of  students  really  want  a  college 
program  at  the  high  level  the  college 
now  offers.  Since  aspiring  college  stu- 
dents are  beginning  to  understand  these 
standards  at  Mary  Washington,  those  on 
the  border-line — the  "fringe"  students — 
are  not  applying  for  admission.  How- 
ever, Dr.  Simpson  said,  "I  don't  want  to 
disqualify  anybody  if  they  are  really 
interested." 

When  Governor  Harrison  pointed 
out  that  the  tuition  fees  will  have  to  in- 
crease if  Mary  Washington  is  to  com- 
pete with  the  higher  quality  colleges, 
Dr.  Simpson  acknowledged  that  addi- 
tional money  will  be  necessary,  but  he 
said  scholarship  programs  should  be  de- 


veloped further  for  deserving  students. 

Concerning  the  faculty  shortage,  the 
Chancellor  said  the  college  is  already 
experiencing  difficulties  in  hiring  re- 
placements on  a  salary  scale  which  starts 
at  $5,300.  He  thinks  the  number  on  the 
faculty  should  be  increased  in  order  to 
create  a  better  academic  program,  as 
well  as  to  reduce  the  number  of  students 
per  faculty  member. 

Some  private  colleges  are  competing 
for  faculty  by  offering  fringe  benefits, 
such  as  housing  and  moving  costs  and 
the  nation-wide  boom  in  junior  colleges 
is  adding  to  the  problem.  "It  is  a  ques- 
tion of  supply  and  demand,  Dr.  Simp- 
son said,  "and  a  situation  that's  hitting 
us  pretty  hard  ...  If  I  could  staff  the 
college  now  with  young  people  before 
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they  get  their  doctorates  and  hang  on  to 
them,  we  would  have  a  very  good  faculty 
ten  years  from  now." 

Dr.  Simpson  renewed  his  request  for 
what  he  considers  the  chief  capital  out- 
lay need — a  new  $800,000  physical  edu- 
cation building  to  be  known  as  Goolrick 
Hall.  A  new  building  is  needed  to  pro- 
vide the  proper  place  for  functions  which 
now  take  up  much  space  in  Anne  Carter 
Lee  Hall,  that  is  needed  for  other  ac- 
tivities. When  the  budget  group  toured 
the  present  gym  in  Monroe  Hall  they 
learned  that  the  balcony  is  now  con- 
sidered unsafe  and  is  restricted  in  use. 

Needs  at  MWC  for  the  coming  two 
budget  years  were  listed  at  1.9  million 
dollars  over  and  above  the  present  two- 
year  budget  of  5.7  million.

CAMPUS  COLUMN 

If  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1963  had 
visited  the  campus  this  Fall  she  would 
have  noticed  a  number  of  changes  that 
occurred  since  she  left  only  three  months 
before. 

She  would  have  seen  new  faces  and 
heard  about  new  courses;  she  would 
have  seen  some  completed  building 
projects  and  heard  more  about  future 
building  plans;  and  if  she  were  a  tree 
lover  she  would  have  mourned  the  ef- 
fects of  this  summer's  drought  on  some 
of  her  favorite  trees. 

The  new  faces  are  those  of  18  new 
faculty  members  and  588  freshmen. 
The  faculty  now  numbers  138  and  the 
student  enrollment  is  1,768. 

The  number  of  new  faculty  members 
appointed  in  the  various  departments 
is  as  follows:  Mathematics,  1;  History, 
2 ;  Modern  Foreign  Languages,  7 ;  Eng- 
lish, 2 ;  Psychology,  1 ;  Drama,  1 ;  Educa- 
tion, 1 ;  Art,  1 ;  Sociology,  1 ;  Physics,  1 . 

All  of  the  appointments  are  replace- 
ments with  the  exception  of  one  new 
position,  that  in  Mathematics.  In  addi- 
tion, two  previously  part-time  members 
accepted  full-time  status,  Mrs.  Helen 
Luntz,  in  Modern  Foreign  Language, 
and  Mrs.  Jean  Edson,  who  will  teach 
Physics  and  Organ. 

Twelve  new  courses  have  been  added 
in  seven  departments.  In  Art,  Decora- 
tive Arts  Seminar;  Chemistry,  Intro- 
ductory Theoretical  Chemistry;  in  Eng- 
lish several  new  sophomore  courses  are 
now  offered  as  substitutes  for  the  Ameri- 
can and  English  Survey  courses:  Short 
Fiction,  The  Novel,  Poetry,  English 
Literature  of  the  Romantic  Period, 
Tragedy,  and  a  new  course  in  Shakes- 
peare; in  Geology,  Mineralogy;  Ger- 
man, Goethe's  Faust;  Music,  Beginning 
Woodwind  Instruments;  and  in  Psy- 
chology, Physiological  Psychology. 

A  building  project  dear  to  the  hearts 
of  all  students  is  the  renovation  of  the 
college  station  post  office.  The  building 
now  has  an  added  3,600  square  feet  of 
floor  space.  There  are  1,000  new  lock 
mailboxes,  raising  the  total  of  boxes  to 
over  2,000,  so  girls  no  longer  have  to 
have  "boxmates."

Traffic  congestion  has  been  relieved  by 
the  addition  of  double  glass  doors  and 
a  driveway  on  the  north  side  of  the 
building.  In  the  front  is  a  hard-sur- 
faced parking  lot  and  on  the  south  side, 
along  the  new  wing,  is  a  loading  ramp. 
New  lighting,  air  conditioning,  and  other 
refinements  have  made  this  most  popular 
spot  at  MWC  a  pleasure  to  visit. 

Not  a  block  away  from  the  post  office 
is  another  "new  look."  At  the  Baptist 
Student  Center  on  College  Avenue, 
across  from  Chandler,  is  a  recently  com- 
pleted $22,000  meeting  room,  built  be- 
hind the  familiar  stone  house.  The 
room  is  modern  in  design  and  is  the  first 
stage  of  a  six-year,  $75,000,  three-stage 
plan  to  replace  the  stone  center  with  a 
brick  building. 

In  June  the  Class  of  1963  gave  $1,000 
to  the  college  to  be  used  for  the  building 
of  a  low,  brick,  ornamental  wall  at  the 
north  rim  of  the  campus  where  the  Col- 
lege Avenue  gate  posts  face  the  U.  S. 
1  By-pass.  But  their  gift  is  not  yet  a 
reality. 

The  design  of  the  wall,  which  will 
probably  be  similar  to  that  of  the  wall 
on  the  corner  of  Sunken  Road  and  Wil- 
liam Street,  is  still  pending,  mainly  be- 
cause of  landscaping  uncertainties  about 
a  triangular  wooded  mound  that  is  lo- 
cated on  the  south  side  of  the  gate  posts. 
A  50  foot  lot  in  the  middle  of  the  tri- 
angle is  not  owned  by  the  college. 

There  will  be  a  new  quadrangle  on 
the  campus  as  soon  as  the  City  of  Fred- 
ericksburg builds  a  new  reservoir,  and 
fills  in  the  one  located  just  back  of  the 
Combs  Science  Hall.  With  a  flat,  open 
greensward  between  Combs  Hall  and 
Bushnell  it  is  possible  that  the  tiny 
Framar  annex  might  have  to  be  re- 
moved if  it  blocks  the  view  across  to 
Framar. 

It  is  hoped  that  by  mid-winter  1965 
the  half-million  dollar  new  dormitory 
will  be  completed.  Plans  call  for  an 
arc-shaped,  four-story  building,  de- 
signed to  fit  into  the  hillside  below  Brent 
and  Randolph.  It  is  to  face  Sunken 
Road,  and  be  parallel  with  Marshall, 
which  is  located  on  the  corner  of  Sunk- 
en Road  and  William  Street. 

Planned  to  house  160  students,  the 
new  dorm  will  feature  a  central  lounge 
on  the  second  floor  which  will  lead 
through  to  the  inner-campus  side  of  the 
building.  Twin  staircases  will  lead  down 
to  the  first  floor  foyer.    At  each  end  of 
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the  curving  corridors  there  will  be  stu- 
dent reading  rooms.  There  will  be  an 
elevator  and  a  driveway  to  the  base- 
ment entrance.  Furniture  is  to  be  built- 
in  and  each  room  will  have  a  sink  built 
into  a  storage  cupboard.  There  will  be 
two  community  baths  on  each  floor. 

A  record  breaking  summer  drought 
has  caused  some  20  trees  to  be  cut  down 
in  the  vicinity  of  Marshall,  mostly  gums 
and  poplar  beech.  Also,  it  is  said  that 
the  giant  sycamore  located  behind  Bush- 
nell  is  in  very  poor  condition.  At  Bromp- 
ton,  the  venerable  oak  on  the  north 
lawn  is  suffering  from  what  is  called 
"mounding,"  a  condition  in  which  the 
limbs  become  too  heavy  for  the  trunk. 
The  tree  is  now  partly  held  together  by 
wires.  Tree  experts  say  that  if  the  mound 
at  the  base  is  dug  away  and  replaced 
with  rocks,  the  trunk,  in  time,  will  ex- 
pand to  its  proper  size. 

Perhaps  the  new  faces,  new  courses, 
new  buildings,  new  hopes,  were  more 
meaningful  to  a  visiting  alumna  be- 
cause there  was  also  much  remaining 
that  was  dear  and  familiar — the  remem- 
bered faces,  the  older  buildings,  and 
some  favorite  trees. 

INDIA  PROGRAM 
PLANNED 

Mary  Washington  College  is  planning 
to  join  with  nine  other  women's  colleges 
in  a  four-year  program  of  faculty  ex- 
changes with  women's  colleges  in  India. 

The  program  will  allow  Indian  pro- 
fessors to  spend  a  year  at  one  U.  S. 
college  or  a  semester  at  one  college  and 
the  second  semester  at  another  in  order 
to  widen  their  contacts.  The  exchanges 
are  to  be  of  professional  equals  and  it  is 
likely  that  more  persons  will  be  coming 
from  India  than  going  to  India  from 
the  U.  S.  MWC  may  possibly  have  one 
of  its  faculty  in  India  during  three  of  the 
four  years  of  the  program. 

The  cooperative,  private  plan  is  being 
worked  out  with  the  U.  S.  State  Dept. 
and  exchanges  will  probably  start  next 
year,  using  $375,000  in  foreign  aid 
"counterpart  funds."  These  funds  are 
a  restricted  part  of  U.  S.  foreign  aid 
that  can  only  be  spent  in  India. 

Dr.  Elizabeth  P.  Lam,  former  execu- 
tive associate  of  a  private  Committee  on 
International  Exchange  of  Persons,  as- 
sociated with  the  State  Dept.,  will  ad- 
minister the  program. 


The  idea  of  the  program  originated 
with  Dr.  William  Quillan,  Jr.,  head  of 
Randolph-Macon  Woman's  College.  He, 
along  with  Dr.  Anne  G.  Pennell,  who  is 
president  of  Sweet  Briar,  Dr.  Lam,  and 
Chancellor  Simpson  are  now  on  a  two- 
month  tour  of  India  to  choose  the  ten 
Indian  Colleges  that  will  participate  in 
the  exchanges. 

Interest  in  Asian  studies  has  been  evi- 
dent at  MWC  for  some  time,  largely 
through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Kurt  Lei- 
decker,  philosophy  professor  at  MWC. 
Dr.  Leidecker  was  a  cultural  affairs 
consultant  with  the  U.  S.  Information 
Service  in  Bangkok  from  1955  until 
1957.  He  has  visited  all  the  Buddhist 
countries  in  Southeast  Asia  and  is  cur- 
rently working  on  a  dictionary  of  Budd- 
hism. 

When  Chancellor  Simpson  left  for 
India  on  October  24  he  was  accom- 
panied by  Mrs.  Simpson.  In  addition 
to  their  Indian  tour  they  plan  to  visit 
Frankfurt,  Munich,  Vienna,  Beirut, 
Moscow,  Leningrad,  Warsaw,  Amster- 
dam, and  Paris.  They  will  spend  Christ- 
mas with  friends  in  Paris  and  return  to 
the  U.  S.  shortly  after  the  holidays.

[Cards  with]  Such  questions  as, 
"What  is  the  role  of  the  educated  wo- 
man in  today's  society?"  and  "Should 
American-grown  wheat  be  feeding  Com- 
munists?" pop  up  on  Tuesday  nights 
and  disappear  on  Wednesday  nights. 

These  are  "the  questions  of  the  week," 
sponsored  by  the  NSA  (National  Stu- 
dent Association)  committee  and  pro- 
vided for  the  purpose  of  suggesting 
topics  for  stimulating  dinner-table  con- 
versation.
